claims. But in the nature of the case, 
as Lapham repeatedly

only some powerful agency, like' the 
national government, could t«k« the 
many observations at different points 
necessary to the success of the work, 
assemble their results, and mato them' 
known throughout the nation In time 
to be of practical use to tlw public. 
Finally, the persistent seeker after thc 
public good succeeded 
in attracting 


the notice of men powerful enough tg 
compel thc attention of congress. As 
a result the law for the incorporation 
of the signal. service wa« patscd." 


When the bill was enacted in con- 


gress in 1870, providing for the wea- 
ther signal service, its 'execution wa» 
entrusted to the chief signal 
officer 


of the army.

ham to his aid at a salary of $2,000 a 
year.

gazcteer of Wisconsin

of Mr. Quifc "the state's first home- 
made book of any character to be pub- 
lished in more durable binding than 
paper." 
In 1873 Lapham was appoint- 


ed to make » geological survey of Wis- 
consin a work, which he continued un- 
til 1875 when Governor Taylor ap- 
pointed a successor. Miss Julia Lap- 
ham of Waukesha is a daughter of the 
scientist.
